HlMtory of Irelaiiil. 

Washington. May liO. While the 
aySS of the world were turned t<>- 
V^rds Irsiand and the centers of the 
Sinn Faia ravolt, officials of the Na- 
tionai Oaographio looioty. ftuailiar 
with every detail of Iriah history, ra- 
counted stories of former intsroai 
strife on thi' isluiul. 

They iMiiiii out that there have 
been iiia>iN hiorniy scenes In Dublin, 
the Irish capital, even in its legen- 
dary hiatory. aa ter baek as the third 
century of tha Ohristiaaara. baini 
tilled with sorles of oobfllet. Oaa of 
the earliest episodes was tha dofaat 
of the people of the surroiuuliac 
province by the inhahlUBto Ot th* 
tewn lu 491 A. O. 

^Oa* e( tha moat tragic evuuts of 
Dublin's aarly hiatory ia an echo of 
this hftra« ol the paopl* of the 



oountry diatrieta for thoas of th<' city. 
The occurrence is coramemorati d in 
Irish chronicles as the Black .Monday 
Of 1209. It was during the Easter 
holidays of that year, strangely 
paralleling the time of the preaent 
revolt, that the Irish of the surround- 
ing mountains rushed down Into the 
valley of the Lilfey river, on whosw 
banks Dublin la sltnated, and, whil > 
the Inbabitanta ware eelebratlng the 
religioiu holiday. 800 were killed. 
The place of tha aiaaaaar* ia atill 
known as "Bloody Flalda'. and for 
many years. In order to keep alive 
the sense of outrage aginst the hill 
peo|ile, the citizens OB OBOh an- 
niversary of Black Monday wotild 
march to the scene of the ma- arro, 
bearing banners Inscribed with the 
legend, 'A terror to the Native Iriah.'

Bven ill the early days tha Afifor 
with which the people of Dublin 
waged thsir intemocina atrifa* did 
not ieaaan th* ioipataoatty with 
which they entorsd apon any eeafltet 
with a foreign invadar. They tore 
down their churches to 89avr* Stones 
for their walls when preparing for 
the defense of their city at'ainst Kd- 
ward Bruce in 1315, ami when the 
Irish gtivernor, who had yielded to 
th* anamy. tall into the hands of the 
dsfenders. ha was hroaght to Dablln 
and starved to death. 

One of the most spectacniar out- 
breaks nf the sixteenth century was 
that led by Silken Thomas (Sir 
Thomas Klt/gerald l a ilarint; youiiR 
nobleman, who, upon hearing tliat 
bis father had been beheaded in the 
towar of Lpadoa. raiaad • l|urg* army 
and mareh'ed to the galea e( Dublin, 
where he was admitted by the in- 
timidated citizens. Shortly after- 
ward, however, when he endeavored 
to lave the city he found the imI's 
locked He made his escape. f.ni\ 
Ing with blm aome of the children of 
tha city, and with Ueaa aa hoaUgas 
he managed to ceenr* tha r*l*ase cf 
mi his followers. Babaequentiy thu 
rebellion was quelled and the leaders 
'vere executed at Tjliurn la 1S80.

It was more (Iv.ii a hundred yp.rs 
rfler the death of Sir Thomas that 
a conspiracy to seize Dulilin w:'.s le- 
vealed by Owen C'oi nolly on the day 
li«fora th* atuaipt waa to have bc>oi 
mad*. This was darinc tha rabaUion 
of 1641, and it waa Oeaaally'a in- 
formation that saved Dahlia (or the 
King Cromwell, Jama IL had Wil- 
liam Hi in turn vlalleA DnhUa with 
armed forces. 

Aaethar PltacaraM looMai n» aa a 
factor In Irish aaraat aboat tha tine 
of the Freneh rovolntioa. Ha was 
Lord Kdward Fitzgerald a laadar 0$ 
the United Irishmen, who bad re- 
ceived his military training In Amer- 
ica, aerving under Lord Huwdon iu 
the RoTOlatlonary War. Lord Ed- 
ward waa oa* of tha aiQat pi*t|Pir«a«uo 
Iriah laadars of tha llth eaatary aad 
hia iMaatiful wife, the famoaa Pam- 
ela, was an ei|iially appealing figure 
in the revolution of 179S, during 
which l.onl Kdwaril was captured 
and thrown into prison where he died 
of wounds received In the struggle 
with tha ofleara who arra a tad him 
' while la bod.

His speech delivi<red on the scalTold 
tb* following day is one of the best- 
known examples of Impassioned Irish 
oratory. William Smith O'Brien, 
from the Sotith of Ireland, was the 
leader of the rebellion of 1848, in 
whidi Dublin took littl" part The 
Kenlaii Society's activities of 1867. 
both in Irelaiiil and in .\inerica, kfpt 
tha capital city in a turmoil lor 
many w**ka. 

Dublin Caatla, which figures so 
conspicuously In the city's uprisings, 
lean unlmposing structure built orig- 
inally during the first i|uarter of ih'- 
l.Hh century. It covers nearly thro' 
times as much ground as the United 
States Capitol building in Washing- 
ton. Another building of impres- 
sive else, covering llv* acres, is now 
occupied by the Bank of Ireland but 
was formerly used as the House of 
Parliament. The most famous in- 
stitution of the city Is Dublin Uni- 
versity, or Trinity college, founded 
under charter from Queen Elisabeth 
in 16»1.
